The young men who go to the 
jail have many happy experiences 
and some very sad ones. Last 
Sunday night Mr. W. D. Carpenter 
was rejoicing over six happy con- 
versions in the city jail. In the 
jail it is frequently true that some 
profess conversion in whom the 
workers can have little confidence. 
Some prisoners want to make a 
good impression. Some are drunk, 
and many have had little Bible 
teaching, or false teaching. Others 
had professed conversion, but 
about six, the workers felt very 
happy and confident. 

As Bro. Carpenter approached 
the cells to talk through the bars 
to the prisoners, one young man 
cursed violently, taking God's name 
in vain more than once. Brother 
Carpenter rebuked him with the 
Scripture, showing that “God will 
not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain.” Brother 
Carpenter is not a preacher and 
not very long ago won his first 
soul, but so earnestly did he preach 
Jesus to the blasphemer, that with- 
in about ten minutes he broke into 
tears of repentance and took Bro.

The young soul 
winner in telling this pastor about 
it Sunday night said, “I never felt 
the presence of the Lord So near in 
all my life.”

Recently in our worship at the 
breakfast table, I prayed that God 
would help me to win a soul that 
day. The day came nearly to a 
close and as yet I had won nobody. 
At sundown I was called to the 
back door to talk to a man who 
wanted help. There I met a man 
named Bell, thirty years old, who 


said, “I have walked all over Oak 


Cliff looking for work and can’t 
find it. If I could get out to Vick 
ery, I have a friend there who will 
give me a bed for the night. I won- 
dered if you could help me with the 
bus fare?” I asked him how much 
he needed and he said it would take 
ten certs, though he did not ex- 
pect me to give all of that but 
thought I might give him a nickel! 
I told him I would let him have 
the bus fare and began to talk to 
him about his soul. He told me his 
mother had been a devout Chris- 
tian; that all the family had been 
converted but him. Their home 
is in another state. He kept say- 
ing that it was no use for him to 
try to be a Christian, as he was 
afraid he couldn’t live right and 
then he said, “And if I did wrong 
after I was saved, I would be worse 
off than I am now.” 

But I told him that he was al- 
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ready lost and that was as bad 
off as he could be. I asked if he 
would read a booklet of mine on 
the plan of salvation and told him 
my name. He looked at me 
strangely and then said, “I have a 
book with your picture on it.” 
And out of a hip pocket he pulled 
a worn copy of the booklet, 
“Christ’s Literal Reign on Barth 
‘From David's Throne at’ Jerusa- 
lem.” He told how ten days before 
he had come to our home one 
morning when Mrs. Rice and I 
were both away, but Mrs. Harding 
was there. She had talked to him 
about his soul, and when she found 
she could not win him, she looked 
for some booklets to give him. She 
could not find one on “What Must 
I Do to Be Saved?” so gave him 
this one and another. He told me 
he had read them three or four 
times each. And now that he knew 
my name, he listened with a great 
deal more concern, said he wanted 
to be a Christian but that he knew 
some time or other he would sin 
and then would be worse off than 
before. 

But you have the wrong idea en- 
tirely,” I said. “You don’t call 
up a doctor to make him a promise 
that you are going to get yourself 
well. If you were in jail, you 
wouldn’t call a lawyer just to in- 
form him you would get yourself 
out of jail and defend your own 
case. So don’t call Jesus just to 
tell Him you are going to save 
yourself. You call the doctor and 
trust him with your case, risking 
him, if he can, to get you well. 
You call a lawyer to get you out 
of jail, you call Jesus to save your 
soul and trust Him alone about 
that. You can’t save yourself. 
You can’t keep yourself saved. 
Jesus has to do it all. The only 
question is whether you really want 
Christ in your heart and really 
want your many sins forgiven.” 

Immediately a great change came 
in his attitude and he agreed that 
if Christ was willing to forgive 
him and save him now with 
everlasting salvation, he wanted 
it. He was greatly moved 
as he took my hand to claim 
Christ as His Saviour. Trying 
to test him even further, I 
said, “I may never see you again 
in this world. But I want to know, 
do you mean by this that you con- 
fidently expect to meet me in Heav- 
en? Do you believe that Jesus 
will take you there? 

He answered, “Yes sir, I will 
meet you in Heaven. Jesus died 
for me and He loves me and I 
know He will see me through.” 

Mrs. Harding had talked to him 
long and earnestly and had seem- 
ingly failed. But he had pondered 
over what she said, had read over 
and over the booklets she gave 
and was deeply conserned. I feel 
sure he was soundly converted.

Christians should “sow beside all 
waters.”

When God works on the 
hearts of sinners through special 
providence such as sickness, the 
loss of loved ones or other misfor- 
tunes, Christian people should be 
ready to give them the gospel.
